And What Have You

This is National Education Week 
and it might be well to take a look 
at how well our system of free 
education is preparing people for 
making a living or making a life. 
Locally, we feel that we are 
making some impressive gains in 
the lower grades with our Right to 
Read program, but at the same 
time we have a 
great 
many 
youngsters in the upper grades who 
missed out on this program and 
still have a reading problem. 
No one seems to know how to 
copt* with this problem It is hard to 
reach a youngster who can not 
read 
The following editorial appeared 
in The Perryton Herald and deals 
w'lth the problem as it exists on the 
national level. 
Despite the impressive gains, 
including the oft repeated boast 
that illiteracy is just about wiped 
out. it appears that all is not rosy on 
the education front. 
The I 
S. Office of Education 
recently reported that 20 per cent 
of adult Americans have difficulty 
coping 
with 
such 
necessary 
everyday skills as shopping or 
getting a driver’s license, while 
another 34 per cent “are functional 
but not proficient “ 
The report does not say so, but 
we are confident that many of these 
adults hold high school "diplomas 
and 
some 
are 
even 
college 
graduates. 
It is a serious blot on education in 
America that a high school or 
college diploma is no guarantee 
that a graduate can read or write, 
much less reason. 
One high school in Florida passed 
a curious regulation last year that 
required seniors to take a test to 
see if they can read or write before 
giving them a diploma. 
_ . 
One problem is that there has 
been unreasonable pressure on the 
schools to move students on out 
without making sure they can 
perform in the subject matter. 
Passed up the academic ladder 
from one grade 
to 
another, 
recipients of “social promotions” 
bestowed automatically in order to 
avoid hurting the feelings of slow 
learners, a good many pupils have 
completed 12 or even 16 years of 
school with almost nothing to show 
for it in the way of academic 
proficiency. 
In California, where a lot of 
educational pioneering is done, 
there is now a state law allowing a 
student to drop out of high school if 
he can pass a 200-question exam 
designed to test ability to read, 
write and reason. 
This is a laudable move. Cer­ 
tainly it ought to be a minimum

AUSTIN - State govern­ 
ment ended its 1975 fiscal 
year w ith a record cash 
surplus of more than $1.4 
billion, but if the legisla­ 
ture continues its spending 
ways it may not last long.

And What Have You 


By BOB CRAIG 


This is National Education Week 
and it might be well to take a look 
at how well our system of free 
education is preparing people for 
making a living or making a life. 
Locally, we feel that we are 
making som e im pressive gains in 
the lower grades with our Right to 
Read program, but at the sam e 
time 
we 
have 
a 
great 
many 
youngsters in the upper grades who 
missed out on this program and 
still have a reading problem. 
No one seem s to know how to 
cope with this problem It is hard to 
reach a youngster who can not 
read. 
The following editorial appeared 
in The Perryton Herald and deals 
with the problem as it exists on the 
national level. 
Despite the im pressive gains, 
including the oft repeated boast 
that illiteracy is just about wiped 
out, it appears that all is not rosy on 
the education front. 
The U. S. Office of Education 
recently reported that 20 per cent 
of adult Americans have difficulty 
coping 
with 
such 
n ecessa ry 
everyday skills as shopping or 
getting a driver’s license, while 
another 34 per cent “are functional 
but not proficient.” 
The report does not say so, but 
we are confident that many of these 
adults hold high school diplomas 
and 
som e 
are 
even 
co lleg e 
graduates. 
It is a serious blot on education in 
America that a high school or 
college diploma is no guarantee 
that a graduate can read or write, 
much less reason. 
One high school in Florida passed 
a curious regulation last year that 
required seniors to take a test to 
see if they can read or write before 
giving them a diploma. 
One problem is that there has 
been unreasonable pressure on the 
schools to m ove students on out 
without 
making sure they 
can 
perform in the subject matter 
Passed up the academ ic ladder 
from 
one 
grade 
to 
another, 
recipients of “social promotions” 
bestowed autom atically in order to 
avoid hurting the feelings of slow 
learners, a good many pupils have 
completed 12 or even 16 years of 
school with alm ost nothing to show 
for it in the way of academ ic 
proficiency. 
In California, where a lot of 
educational 
pioneering is 
done, 
there is now a state law allowing a 
student to drop out of high school if 
he can pass a 200-quest ion exam 
designed to test ability to read, 
write and reason. 
This is a laudable move. Cer­ 
tainly it ought to be a minimum
